Supreme Court Divides 
on Board’s Powers 


OTTAWA, June 1.—The Supreme 
Court divided its opinion today on 
the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Commerce as a profit-fixing tribunal. 
An order which the Board proposed 
to serve on retail clothiers in Ottawa, 
limiting the profit which the retail- 
er may take on men’s suits and 
overcoats to net fifteen per cent., was 
upheld by Chief Justice St. Louls Da- 
vies, Justices Anglin and Mignault. 
Justices Idington, Duff and Brodeur 
refused to Uphold the order. It is 
understood that reference will be ta- 
ken to the Privy Council. The re- 
port of judgment is that the status 
quo remains unchanged as regards 
the powers of the Board of Com- 
merce. . 


25,000 Civil Servants 
Are Returned Men 


OTTAWA, June 1.—Speaking be- 
fore the -Parliamentary.Committee 
on Pensions and Re-establishment 
this morning William Foran, Secre- 
tary of the Civil Service Commission, 
said that of 60,000 civil servants, 
over 25,000 were returned men, but 
only...7,000 Were permanent’ employ- 


ees. The Commission had recom- 
mended after the armistice that no 
further appoinments be made perm- 
anent until all Canada’s soldiers 
were home. The Government did 
not accept the recommendation, how- 
ever.

‘Anyone looking at the excavation for the pavement on Pinnacle street 
at tho mfqsent time can see at a glance how foolish and inadequate it 
would have been to proceed farther with that design. 

The Council is now building wisely and well and in a few months the 
citizens will be able to realize how important this change will be to our 
future development and prosperity.

The consent was very properly protected by a 
clause in the subsequent agreement that if there was

For more than forty-five years the railway com- 
panies which have owned the Pinnacle street tracks 
have had to carry, not the “increased hazard,” but the 
full hazard of taking their trains up and down Pin- 
nacle street, over the street intersections and past ali 
the danger points. In ail that forty-five years, and car- 
rying_the full hazard, how many damage actions have 
been preferred against the Company? There has been 
just one, due to a crossing accident, and that action 
was settiad out of court. 

As we have just stated, the railway has for that? 
‘forty-five years been carrying the full lability. The 
new agreement does not by any means propose to re- 
lieve the railway of its liability, but merely to assume 
responsibility for a possible “increased hazard” that 


~ might or might not result from the change. 


As far as it is possible to foresee the proposed 
es would diminish rather than increase the risk. 
This would be particularly true at street intersections, 
where a more extended view would be possible. 

The city is every day carrying a tifousand. times 
“bigger risks by the operation of public works’ services 


* and even because it owns sidewalks and highways. 


There is nota day passes but the city is exposed to the 
hazard of damage action from possible injury to peo- 
ple on our streets, But that fact does not deter us from 
building sidewalks, constructing pavements, or engag- 
ing in public works. The only way to evade all risk 
and responsibility is to do nothing, to own nothing and 
to be nothing. In other words, to realise the Punkville 
ideal. 

The town of Oshawa has over five miles of railway, 
passing right along the centre of its busiest streets. 
Freight cars, by: the dozen, are -passed over the lines to 
the various factories every day.. The lines are really

Pasteyr* investigated this’ disease 
and showed that the germ which had 
previously bech seen In affected ‘anti- 
mals was the cause of the affection, 
and, still more, he discovered how 
animals could: be rendered immune 
to the attack of the germ.* This was 
an enormous triumph, and its effects 
were far-reathing, for it saved many 
thousands of sheep and gattle every 
year, Several other maladies. occu- 
pied the attention of the great in- 
vestigator, but his work on hydro- 
phobia was unknown, and though he 
was “anable to find“ in affected ‘ant- 
mals any germ that might be sup- 
posed to cause theisease, yet he was 
able to devise a procedure by ‘which 
persons bitten by rabid animals 
could be Inoculated, with the result 
that the disease did not develop. 

This was possible because of the 
long period that often intervenes be- 
tween the, citon of the bite and 
the appearance of the symptoms; so 
that it may be possible to carry the 
inoculations through’ before the ais- 
ease has time to dévélop. Thus a 
real cure has begp found for a hither- 
to incurable disease, and the only 
condition is that too long an Interval 
must not have elapsed between the 
{nfliction of the bite and the ‘com- 
mencement of the treatment.—Peter, 
borough Review.

imposed in Infractions of the-O.T.A. 
where a charge js laid by Provincial 
Licence Inspectors must go to the 
Government. It has even gone farth- 
er and collected fines imposed for 
other criminal offences, even when 
the information was laid by an officor 
of the municipality. ‘ 

; Inthe days of the Ross Admin 

tration the rule was that a certain 
Dercentage of Police Court fines im- 
posed was handed the municipality 


in which the information was ‘laid,| ~ 


but a change-was made under the 
late Government. 


If the contention that a municipa- 


lity has no right to these fines is Cor} 


rect, an interesting situation has de- 
veloped.’ ‘The City of Hamilton has 
corralled al} the liquor - fines for some 
years without any protest being lod- 
ged by the Government. Recently the 
ity of Ottawa decided to Tetain all 
Ugquor fines connected in that anuni- 
clpality and now Lindsay had follow- 
ed suit, - \ :

It docs 
seem strange, however that munici- 
palities paying the salaries: of police 
magistrates and police officials, pro- 
viding court quarters “and also hous- 
ing and feeding those unable to 
fines, should have to hand all fines 
imposed over to’. the .Government.

Though an 
Irishman by birth Joseph Scriven 
came to Canadé and so left his mark 
upon the land that actually thou- 
sands have lifted and comforted by 
his example and _moré topertagesd by 
his hymn. 

It fs atill within the mais, of 
many residents of Port Hope when 
the author of this bdeautifal hymn 
used to be seen Saturday after Sat- 
urday standing at the corner of Wal- 
ton and Ontario streets preaching his 
belief in the great lave of Christ. He 
Was so consistent and regular that 
he, became a ure In the streets 
and was referred to as “Old Joe,, by 
some of the more careless. People 
turned from the earnest pleadings of 
this devout man to continue their 
lives of indifference until the preach-" 
er became melancholy , and almost, 
despaired of the careless world, but 
through all his cares he remained 
a steadfast follower of Him in Whom 
he had such tmplicit faiti— 

Joseph Scriven died in 1886 and 
was almost forgotten by the world 
—tndeed would have been forgotten 
but for the undying thought expres- 
sed In his Well-known and well-be- 
loved hymn.”

Friends had 
been in the habit of staying with him 
and one night the watcher fell as- 
leep and when he awoke the bed was 
empty.

OLDMELDRUM GERMAN GUN 
DUMPED 


An unusual spectacle was witness- 
ed at Oldmeldrum on Saturday 
night, when a number of discharged 
soldiers, assisted by others, dumped 
a German fleld gun into a disused 
quarry near Aquhothies, about two 
miles away.- The gun was in the 
Territorial Hall, and~ shortly after 
9 o’clock it was dragged up ‘Kirk 
street by an enthusiastic crowd, in-' 
cluding several men who had lost; 
limbs or had been crippled in the 
war. These had ‘a joy ride on the 
gun to the place selected for dump- 
ing, which ‘was an old limestone 
quarry of considerable depth.

While BALES along the Hallt-; 
fax and Southwestern Division of 
Canadian National Railways, along 
the southern shore of Nova Scotia, 
I came, a little while ago, upon a 
quaint little fishing village—which 
I afterwards learned had been found- 
ed in 1650 by, Major Phillipe Muis 
D'Entrement, Baron de Pouboncoup,

It is called Pub- 
nico, a name evolved from that of 
the founder, and, because the life 
there is so unique, so old-time, so 
utterly removed from the average 
present-day mode of existence—it 
seems like a quiet island in the swirl- 
ing restless sea of modern life. 


Never shall 1 forget my firat 
glimpse of it as I stood on the little 
station platform in the spring: twi- 
light watching my train speed away 
and curve around the harbor like a 
great black snake dotted with golden} 
spots.
